David C. Bradfute, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. O. E. Bradf'ute, is one of the 
fortunate American soldiers who will 
get an opportunity to 
study in a 
French University, since he has been 
placed in the American School De­ 
tachment, and sent to the Univer- 
city of Besancion, where he is 
now 
located. 
He writes interestingly In 
the following letter: 
“I th ir k I wrote you that I had 
orders to go to Bar the next morning 
to go to a university. 
Well I did 
manage to get up in time by the 
Simple expedient of net allowing my­ 
self to go sound asleep. 
I got pack­ 
ed up and down to the office of the 
C. S. 0. (chief signal officer) 
by 
seven o'clock as per schedule, only 
to find that the chauffeur who was to 
take me to* Bar-sur-Aube had to be 
wakened and then he wanted some 
breakfast so it was eight 
o'clock 
when we got started. 
“It as a 98 kilometer drive to Ba*' 
from Tonr.ene so we 
did 
not 
get 
there until 11:10. 
I went in to get 
my orders immediately and found 
that with four other 319th fellows I 
was ordered to the 
University 
of 
Besancon, a few miles from the Swiss 
border. 
Our train was to leave at 
12:10 so it required 
quick 
work. 
There were several papers fo sign 
clothing receipts, etd., clothing to 
get out cf my barracks bag, dinner 
to eat and say good bye to the fel­ 
lows, since it is almost a certainty 
that tho 319th will see our faces no 
more— unless we get canned. 
“The old 319th showed up pretty 
well as usual. 
Out of the e;eht or 
nine thousand First Army Troops 
fifty-one men were sent to the vari­ 
ous universities and of this number, 
the 319th, F. S. B. had ten. 
The

two men to Naneey, one man to Sor- 
bonne and five o/f us here. 
Not so 
bad—what? 
Of the eight men who 
went to English University from the 
First Army Headquarters all were 
officers except one and he a Master 
Engineer, which is a better job than 
a Lieutenant.

Each student has to pay his own ex­ 
penses though. 
“I have a very nice room with "gas, 
light and heat. 
There are fou of ur 
in the same rooming house, although 
I would have liked it' much better 
if I could have gotten with a private 
family. 
It gives one much 
better 
chance to get acquained with 
the 
people. 
The government pays 
for 
our rooms directly but we receive 
(he two dollars per day for board our­ 
selves and can eat’ where we please. 
The restaurants are 
good. 
Dinner 
and supper cosj^s about four francs 
each without wine 
and 
breakfast 
about two, but by boarding bv the 
week I think we can get it cheaper 
than that. 
But this French restaur­ 
ant cooking certainly goes good after 
slum and gold fish. 
Dinner is always 
served in courses, usually four or 
five. 
“Bescaneon is a very fine town if 
the foothills of the Vosges, a city of

40.090 inhalants 
and

an educational center, there 
.being 
several schools corresponding to high 
schools us well as the 
university 
The university is considerably disor­ 
ganized now as several of the faculty 
as well as most of the students are 
still with the colors. 
“The city was founded by the Cauls 
about 200 B. C. and was used by them 
as a walled city under the name < r 
Vesincon, I think. 
It was the chi£f 
city of the Sequanni. 
It was later 
captured by Caesar and made into a 
Roman camp. 
The columns of the 
Theater, the Aqueduct and the Roman 
Arch, still exist. 
This is one of the 
centers of the watch making industry 
in France. 
The university 
has 
a 
school in horology. 
In the Cathedral 
there is an astronomical clock which 
shr.ws tho time, day. month,year,posi­ 
tion of the planets, etc. 
“This is also the 
birthplace 
of 
Victor Hugo, as one is constantly re­ 
minded by the names and statues ev­ 
erywhere. We are now eating at the 
Cafe Victor Hugo which occupies the 
ground floor of the house in which 
he was born. 
“I guess I am going to have to 
buy a new fountain pen. 
They are 
very expensive over here, even a fair

SOLDIERS RETURN FROM 
SERVICE IN THE ARMY 
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A few short months ago the clarion 


call to arms sounded tho length and 
breadth of this great country’. 
Reaching into the intricate corners 
of 
the 
republic, 
it 
reverberated 
through hill and valley, sounding the £ 
battle cry of Mars, awakening strong 
men from their lethargy of prosperity, 
and the war time spirit of the 
an­ 
cients was born again in the modern 
man. 
A few days afterward, 
the long 
arm of the draft reached forth while 
there were yet men crowding into the 
recruiting offices. It singled out this 
big business man in a tall sky scraper, 
and in the same breath led the farmer 
lad from his plow and put the two 
side by side in an army 
camp. 
It 
reached into the heart of the great 
cities, taking the business and pro­ 
fessional men, the clerks, the factory 
hands, the shop keepers, the unem­ 
ployed. 
In like manner it made it­ 
self known in the little cross-roads 
hamlets and took the small town boys, 
who hung around the railroad station 
when the evening train came in. 
It 
recognized neither wealth, 
poverty, 
caste, power, fame, distinction, posi­ 
tion, prominence or lack of it. It took 
the Easterner with his 
dialect, 
the 
Southerner with his drawl, the Wes­ 
terner with his emphasis, the North­ 
erner with his snappiness. 
Just a short time afterward 
these 
lads woke up one morning in camp to 
find themselves wearing Uncle Sam’s 
uniform and carrying a rifle. 
In a 
comparatively short time afterward 
some of them were playing hide and 
seek with corpulent Fritzies on the 
western battle front. ■ The 
absolute 
democracy of tho whole thing is what 
builded an army out of rough material 
that was absolutely unconquerable. 
Xenia and Greene county did their 
share in this sacrifice of youth and 
liberty. 
It was sons, brothers, hus­ 
bands, who responded to the 
great 
call and went out of the town to the 
army that made folks at home realize 
the seriousness of the conflict over­ 
seas. 
In the meanwhile there 
were 
days in the old home town that seem­ 
ed unbearable. 
There was a longing 
in everyone’s eyes—there was 
truly 
something missing. 
And then— 
Well, they are coming back now,— 
theso boys of ours. Day by day they 
drift in hardly- making their 
pres­ 
ence known, quiet and modest as they* 
are, until they have quite settled hack 
into civilian life. 
From the way they 
have been coming back home since the 
.signing of the armistice, 
it 
would 
seem that all would now be back, but 
a review of those

gone 
away proves that there are many7 yet. 
either in the camps in this country. Di­ 
still in Franco or in Germany with 
| th** Army of Occupation. Of the num­ 
ber there are men wearing

every divisional insignia in the cate­ 
gory.

Jn opposition the Irish P rotes­ 
tan ts formed the O rangem en organiza­ 
tion, the object of which was to op­ 
pose Rom an Oathollcism and lo m ain­ 
tain the union of England and Ireland 
and the P ro testan t succession to the 
throne. 
Though It derived its name 
from William ill 
(of O range), who 
drove out the Catholic Jam es JI, It was 
first definitely established In Ulster.

Rheims, over the shell scarred battle­ 
fields 
that surround 
It, and from 
there through sunny southern France, 
untouched by the hid eou sun ess of war, 
along the blue M editerranean, over 
the French Alps, in regiatts historic, 
and famed in song and sto ry is beau­ 
tifully described 
by C aptain 
Wilson 
Galloway in a series of letters to Mrs. 
Galloway, in this city. T?he following 
extracts are taken from The letters: 
IT, 
He 
say s: 
“We got up at f>:3(), anil caught an 
early 
train 
to 
Rheems, passing 
through Chauteau T hierry to Eper- 
bay, then north. 
A t Rljeims we ate 
in a Red Cross canteen tihat was the 
only place kept open during the entire. 
four years, and is still t i e only place 
w here the civilians arc* allowed 
to 
eat, or the only place atty one else 
can find a meal. 
Rheims is in an aw ful state of ruin 
and desolation, seeming f a r worse to 
me than Verdun if th a t is possible. A t 
the beginning of the w ar it had 110,- 
GOO population. 
Now only 14 houses 
stand unhit by bombs. The beautiful 
city hall is a shell, the theatre ruined 
and burnt and the whole place deso­ 
late. Unlike Verdun, which is teem ­ 
ing w ith life and full of soldiers com­ 
ing and going, Rheims is still as a city 
of the dead. Traffic of armies doesn’t 
come and go thtfre. and one can 
feel 
the depression. # It was raining and 
murky, the heavy snow was slushy, 
and the only folks we saw were a few 
refugees passing through. 
We went five mikes out of the city 
to the Hindenburg line, and visited the 
French and German trenches, went 
down into great deep dug outs, passed 
over no m an’s land full of shell holes, 
unexploded shells, ixmd grenades and 
souvenirs of every sort. The barbed 
wire is still there, gas bells still in 
place, cartridge boxtes open, and on?y 
half their contents used, lay about. 
Several iron beds were in one dugout, 
and we found an unburied dead Ger­ 
man in the high grass, hooked by a 
barbed wire entanglement. 
The cathedral at Rheims is wonder­ 
ful. 
Absolutely 
wonderful. 
We 
couldn’t get in because the thawing 
was freeing some of the debris above, 
and one was likely to get hit on the 
head with a piece of inelastic rock. 
But we saw inside from the fence 
without, and what we saw was 
m ar­ 
velous. Even the outside stood there 
before us as a monument to the m ar­ 
tyred city and her defenders. 
It is 
an enormous edifice, high, long, wide, 
yet as well proportioned and unheovy 
as a small house would be with In­ 
finite detail of ornamentation, th at al! 
fits in completely with the rest of the 
building. 
I wish I could describe it 
but I can’t. But I’ll never forget how J 
it looked in the m isting rain and 
melting snow, 
broken, shell torn, 
scarred, its windows shattered, roof 
full of holes or gone entirely It 
places, its arches here and there 
minus a member where a stone has 
fallen, yet still, as a whole, it is good 
and strong and lovely. 
All today have been talking French 
to the people in our compartment and 
are tired. 
We had supper, the best 
one I ever ate in France, in a very 
fine cafe here tonight. 
It must have 
held 200 people a t once in an enor­ 
mous room fully 126 
feet 
square, 
minus a single column, or 
arch to 
support the ceiling 
We were the 
only Americans, so thoroughly enjoy­ 
ed ourselves. 
February 22—Here I am in Nice, 
In sunny southern France, along tho 
M editerranean. 
The sea is as 
blue 
as amethyst, and it is no wonder til* 
j old Romans and Greeks raved over 
it and its beauty. 
We left Grenobe Wedensday morn- 
i ing, and started through the Alps to 
I Digne. The ride was up, and up and 
I up, round hill after hill and 
back 
tracking, and 
passing 
round 
and 
! across valleys, and through tunnels, 
5 over high trestles, etc. 
The scenery 
was most gorgeous, until we finally 
arrived at the snow line, and sudden­ 
ly were in the m idst of tho beauti f 
now- clad peaks everywhere, the sun 
shining down on them, and making 
them glisten and shimmer. Away be­ 
low' were little valleys and tiny, pic­ 
tu resq u e villages, here 
and 
there 
stream s ran down the mountains, and 
fell plunging into the prettiest falls 
imaginable. 
Our engines 
pulled us 
across the divide at 3,760 feet, and 
then we weren t half way up. 
We 
changed ears and ate dinner at Vey- 
nes, a queer mountain village nestling 
right in the peaks. Again we changes! 
at St. Auban for Digne, 
where 
we 
staid all night, in an old W’ooden ho­ 
tel th at was at least 200 years old, 
but got a splendid meal there. 
Next morning we got up at 
four 
and caught a train at f> for Annat. 
This ride war the most wonderful I 
ever took- 
A fter daylight came we 


mountains wore more rugged and pre­ 
cipitous, and it 
really 
looked like 
fairy land with the rocks, w aterfalls, 
mountain torrents, pine trees all in 
white, and the beautiful white crests 
crowning it all. 
On top of all this, 
we got, to ride in Lite engine cab, so 
we could seethe magnificent; spectacle 
unfold around its at every turn, 
ITI 
never forget the ride if I live to be 
a thousand. 
Mile after mile of tu n ­ 
nel and high stone bridge, gorges and 
rivers lay spread out as far as we 
could gee. hacked by the 
Alps them ­ 
selves in eternal snow. 
We arrived a t the village of Annat 
at 8:30, and wore the only Americans 
there or who had been there for a 
long time. 
This town is very quaint. 
Tt is right at the snow line, and sets 
in a little valley away up in the air. 
It has been a village since prehistoric 
times, and was fortified by the Ro­ 
mans in the first century. 
Some of 
the houses date back to B. C. 
I t 
looked almost like a picture of Pales­ 
tine in this old hilly p art with 
ie* 
'arched doorways cut. in solid 
stone. 
-We had dinner at a nice little modern 
.tourist hotel, and saw the terrace* 
where the people farm. 
Some were 
no larger than 12 by 15 feet, and all 
were marvelously constructed on wall 
after WaTl of stone. G reat rocks and 
boulders jut out from the hillsides 
: and in old times and today houses arc 
•in their crevices or on top of them. 
T hat afternoon we took 
the 
train 
again and came down the little river 
to Nice, through scenery th at kept 
ais saying, “Oh, look there.”
